Laird it Company Limited, of England, it was 
announced here Sunday night by officials of the Canadian National 
Railways. , 

. The announcement contained the following statement 

“The firm's bid for the construction of these two boats was in ag¬ 
gregate 91.604.660 leas than that of the nearest Canadian tenderer. 

“The delivery of these steamers by Cammell, Laird it Company with 
respect to which there Is no doubt is four months earlier than that 
of the nearest Canadian tenderer and this Is an Important factor In 
hastening the carrying out of the provisions of the trade agreement pre¬ 
viously reached with the British West Indies Government Having re¬ 
gard to these circumstances and upon the recommendation of the Can¬ 
adian Government Merchant Marine, the Government has taken the 
action announced."

Radio Conference Suggests 
Bands For Broadcasters 
and Communication 


Washington. Oct. 24. — The chief 
bone of contention among the nations 
participating in the International 
Radio Conference here was brought 
out into the open Friday when 
Lieut -Commander T. A M Craven 
of the United States delegation pre¬ 
sented to a rub-commtttee a tentative 
p)*n of wavelength allocation among 
the various hadlo. services. 

The United Btatea delegates said the 
plan was a compromise /me intended 
to reconcile as far as possible the de¬ 
sires of all countries and to form the 
basis of future discussion. It em¬ 
bodied. however, provisions very dl*-_ 
tasteful to some European countries 
in that it reserved for broadcasting 
purposes narrower wave length band 
than they desired. 

FREQUENCIES ALLOCATED 

The plan would allocate to broad¬ 
casting the frequencies from 200 to 
464 metre*. and froth 1660 to 1875 
metres 

The remainder of the waves between 
200 snd 300 metres would be allotted 
to shipboard and aerial communica¬ 
tion. 

The United States delegates said 
they would resist further encroach¬ 
ment upon co mmu nication channels 
alnoe they believed the ship radio 
trade-, which was al re ad y of.the great¬ 
est importance In American wireless, 
would develop greatly in the future. 
Aa it was. they pointed out. seventy- 
three per cent of the available chan¬ 
nels were reserved for broadcasting 
and only twenty-seven per cent, for 
communication 

Desire to extend the broadcasting 
banis understood to be favored by 
at least Germany and Prance

Another difference arose from the 
United States proposal to permit ship¬ 
board wireless operators to communi¬ 
cate with any station chosen by them 
instead of the one nearest to the ahlp.

The YMCA membership card has 
now reached the million mark. Accord' 
• nf to a conaervatUre estimate baaed 
on the official figures of the annual 
Y.M.C.A. Year Book recenUy Issued 
there are to-day ove r a million mem¬ 
bers In the Y M.C.A. of Canada and the 
United 8tales. 

The total number of members re¬ 
ported by the association In April last 
was 989.534. as against 948.630 in W26 
This was a gain of 4 3 per cent over the 
previous year, and as four full months 
have elapsed since the official figures 
were reported It Is reasonable to assume 
that the million mark has been sub¬ 
stantially passed. 

The official figures In the Year Book 
show that of the total number of 
members reported. 945.374 were In the 
United States and 43,980 in Canada. 
The largest gains were made In boys* 
memberships where 260.812 were re¬ 
ported as against 244.498 last year, or 
a net gain of 6 6 per cent. A gain of 
6 5 pet cent was made In the number 
of voting members, while the number 
of Industrial members reported was .8 
of one per cent larger than last year.. 
A gain of 4.6 per cent was made by 
transportation members exclusive of 
“the merchant marine. 

The growth In membership In the 
Association In both Canada and the 
United States is looked upon as re¬ 
markable. This growth Is even felt In 
Victoria, where the membership card 
Is being added to dally.
